SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The newsletter Major Tom's Paper 6 October 1996, is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication consists of a small number of loose-leafed pages of typewritten text 
and simple illustrations. The material is of a rambling nature and is diverse and 
presented in the form of personal observations and is not organised in any coherent or 
logical manner. The topics covered in the publication include matters of sex, the 
treatment of psychiatric patients, ham radio operations, and the weather. The 
publication has been classified as a restricted publication because of its inclusion of 
articles in the form of explicit sexual fantasies. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been taken into consideration in 
classifying this publication. The Classification Office believes that the restriction on 
the availability of the publication is demonstrably justifiable. 
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
